TEE BULGARIA IS SAFE 



Steamer Given Up for Lost Has 
Survived the Tempests on 
Atlantic. 



Twice Taken in Tow Since Last 
Reported but Hawsers Broke 
Under Strain. 



Drifted for Eleven Hays While 
Crew Repaired Rudder-Then 
Made the Azores. 



By Associated Press. 
L'lllltil del Cllda, Azores, Fell. 24.— 

the Hamburg-American liner Bulgaria, 
Capt. Schmidt, from New York January 
lis for Hamburg, previously reported in 
great distress and feared to have gone 
down with 101 persons on board, arrived 
here to-day. The Bulgaria, it appears, 
stopped 11 days, during which the crew 
were engaged repairing the machinery 
and rudder. She lost one man during 
tin: operation. The story of her dread- 
ful experience, uvoiding repetition of the 
portion already covered by the Associated 
Tress, is as follows: 

The weather on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 8 is described as fearful, and there 
were six or seven feet of wilier in the 
holds. On the morning of February 9 
the weather became calmer, and 107 
dead horses were thrown overboard. The 
swell was very high until February 10. 
By that time it hold containing grain 
had 15 feet of water, arid the pumps 
were foul and unable to work. Stormy 
weather continued from the afternoon of 
February 11 until February 14. 

Then the British steamer Antillinn, 
dipt. Fost, from Liverpool for New Or- 
leans, appeared. The commander of the 
Bulgaria asked the captain of the Antil- 
linn to take the disabled steamer in tow. 
This the captain of the Antillian tried lo 
do, and a hawser was made fast between 
the two steamers between 7 and S o'clock 
that morning. But at noon the hawser 
was carried away. The Antillian again 
succeeded in taking the Bulgaria in tow, 
but. once more the hawser carried away. 
The Antillian stood by the Bulgaria until 
the morning of February 15, when she 
proceeded on her voyage. 

Early during February 17 the Bulgaria 
sighted the Norwegian bark Helga and 
asked to be reported all well. On Feb- 
ruary IS and 10 the severe weather con- 
tinued, but it moderated on February 20. 
In the meanwhile the crew of the Bul- 
garia hud been working hard to repair 
the disabled rudder, and at 10 o'clock on 
the morning of February 21 the Bulgaria 
was again under control. By noon of 
February 22 she had made 22(1 miles, 
and at noon February 23, 254 miles more 
had been covered. The balance of the 
distance was covered by 7:30 this morn- 
ing. During the storm and in working 
the cargo, etc., the passengers atid the 
crew of the Bulgaria sustained many in- 
juries, a number of arms and legs being 
broken. 



THE CAESARIAN OPERATION. 

Ferformcd at Royal Victoria Hospital 
With Safety for Mother and 
Child. 

Montreal, Feb. 24.— (Special)— The 
Caesarian operation was performed at 
the Royal Victoria hospital this morn- 
ing by Dr. Webster, assisted by Dr. 
Gardner, in the presence of many leading 
physicians of the city and two hundred 
medical students. The operation proved 
successful. For a time it was feared 
the life of the child would have to be 
sacrificed, but it was saved, and both 
mother and child are doing well. 



RUSSIANS KILLING CHINESE. 

Three Hundred Slain for Resisting a 
Demand for Taxes, 

Pekin, Feb. 2-1— The Dowager Empress 
is greatly incensed at the action of the 
Russians at Talienwan on the Liao Tung 
peninsula, near Part Arthur, in killing 
300 Chinese during a conflict whi"h orig- 
inated in a question of taxes, as cabled 
on February 19. 

Her Majesty has instructed the Chi- 
nese foreign office to protest in the 
strongest possible language against Ibis 
"unwarrantable action of the Russians" 
who, it is added, distinctly broke the 
terms of the Fort Arthur convention, 
which does not give the Russians auth- 
ority to collect taxes. 

AM HER REPORTED DEAD. 

Indian Government Has No Confirma- 
tion of This Humor from Afghan- 
istan. 

Bombay, Feb. 24.— There is a strong 
native rumor at Peshawar thai the 
Ameer of Afghanistan, Abur Rahman 
Khan, is dead. 

The Indian government has not receiv- 
ed any news tending to confirm tills but 
it is thought quite possible that the in- 
formation would come more speedily 
through native channels.

Cheyenne. Wyo., Feb. 2.'!.— Mrs. M. B. 
Appleby, of Cobourg, Out., was one of 
the injured In n wreck on the Union 
Pacific railway to-day. It is not stilted 
whether she is seriously hurt or not. 



THE POPE ON AMERICANISM. 

Archbishop Ireland Writes in Apprecia- 
tion of the Views Declared by 
the Pontiff. 

Rome, Feb. 24.— The Observotore Rom- 
ano to-day publishes the text of u letter 
from Archbishop Ireland to the I'ope, 
regarding the pontiff's letter to Cardinal 
Gibbons on " Americanism." The Arch- 
bishop thanks the I'ope for his proof of 
esteem and love for American Catholics, 
and says that now that the Pope has 
shed light on the situation, misunder- 
standing will cease. " for we are now 
able to determine the fault which some 
desire to conceal under the name of 
Americanism, and define true American- 
ism such as understood by Americans." 

Continuing, the Archbishop soys: "The 
distinctions and explanations contained 
in the apostolic letter are so clear and 
precise that the peril, which was not 
understood by all the people of the 
United States, but which I thought was 
to be feared, can no longer present itself. 
In view of the extraordinary confusion 
of ideas and the controversies raised, es- 
pecially in France, by the " Life of 
Father Hocker," there was need for the 
supreme pontiff to make his voice heard 
in order to enlighten and tranquillize the 
people's minds. With all the energy of 
my soul 1 repudiate all the opinions the 
apostolic letter repudiates, and condemn 
those false and dangerous opinions 
whereto. His Holiness in brief says, 'cer- 
tain iH'ople give the name of American- 
ism.' "

London, Feb. 24. — In the House of 
Commons Mr. Broderick, parliamentary 
secretary to the foreign office, announced 
that Col. Kitchener hail found the 
Khalifa with a force of 0,000 dervishes 
occupying a strung position 112 miles dis- 
tant from the Nile. Not having sulli- 
ient force to justify him in making an 
attack upon the Khalifa, Col. Kitchener 
returned to Omdurninn where on Feb- 
ruary 15 it was reported that the Khal- 
ifa had already defeated a force of 
friendly Arabs on the White Nile. Pre- 
parations were being made, he said, lo 
stop the Khalifa's advance. 

In answer to a series of questions re- 
garding the alleged mutilation of the 
body of the Mahdi, Mr. Broderick said 
that Lord Cromer, the British diplomatic 
agent in Egypt, bad reported that under 
the exceptional circumstances the action 
of the Sirdar was justifiable in ordering 
the demolition of the Mahdi's tomb. Mr. 
Broderick said he hud no information 
that the Mahdi's head had been present- 
ed to the son of Gen. Gordon. 

Mr. Brotteriek denied that any steps 
had been taken to terminate the tripar- 
tite government of Samoa or to establish 
a German protectorate over the islands; 
He also denied that the government had 
taken any side in the struggle between 
Mataafa and Malietoa. He added that 
he was unable to explain the action of 
the late German commander at Apia. 

The Foreign Secretary said also that, 
tlie lease of a coaling station to France 
by the Sultan of Oman was contrary to 
the terms of the treaty under which it 
was proceeded with. 

Lord Geo. Hamilton, secretary of stute 
for India, in response to a question 
whether the naval demonstration against 
.Muscat was made by order of tlie Indian 
government or Her Majesty's, said: 
"Throughout we have been in close com-' 
munication with the Indian govern- 
ment."

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 

Why So Many Pass Through Victoria 
en Route to the American Side. 

J. Korelrgu, who for Ave years has served 
as Japanese Immigration officer for the 
United States In Victoria, called mn the 
Colonist last evening to make a statement 
for .the benefit of those of anti-Japanese 
advocates. He says that crowds of his 
countrymen arrive here monthly on the 
Oriental liners; but while tills Is the case, 
he can state from an experience of seven 
years— and Ids official records boar out his 
statement— that the Japanese population 
of this (it.v has not Increased over 200 
souls In thai time. More generally speak- 
ing, the number of Japanese who have re- 
mained In tills province during Ids term of 
office was Just one-tenth the total number 
who landed here. The nine-tenth go to 
the OnltoH States and to Mexico. There 
are good reasons, Mr. Korcnagn considers, 
why tin 1 Japanese are desirous of landing 
here or h> Vancouver before going to the 
United States, and those reasons explain, 
too, why few Japanese coming to America 
patronize the Saa Francisco steamship lines. 
One Is that transportation over the North- 
ern lines, the Canadian Pacific, Northern 
Pacifle and Nippon Yusen Kalshn Is cheaper 
as a result of a combine between the three 
companies. Another reason 13 that in case 
a Jap Is refused to land in San Francisco 
lie Is sent home, whereas If he Is refused 
to land at any city on the Sound he simply 
returns to the Canadian side; that Is, pro- 
viding he breaks ids journey by llrst com- 
ing Into this country. In consequence of 
these somewhat unique conditions, Mr. 
Korcng'a claims the Japanese traffic to be 
a distinct benefit to this city, If It does 
not amount to more than what It takes In 
provisions to support the trnnsclent arrivals.

Washington, Feb. 24.— Mr. Johnson, 
Republican, who mad* a vigorous opposi- 
tion to the army re-organization bill 
while it was before the house, secured 
30 minutes, in which he delivered a most 
remarkable and sensational speech, ar- 
raigning the administration in bitter 
terms for the alleged imperialistic pro- 
gramme. He referred to the recent ban- 
quet at Boston, which was attended by 
the President and the members of his 
cabinet. He paid his respects to Secre- 
tary Alger, who he says has been re- 
tained in the cabinet, despite his incom- 
petency on account of his contribution 
to the campaign fund in 1890. Secre- 
tary Long also came in for a part of 
the irony. Ho had the audacity, Mr. 
Johnson said, to repeat the baseless 
charge that those who opposed the rati- 
fication of the treaty were responsible! for 
the bloodshed in the Philippines. 

"Christianizing with the sword and 
civilizing with cannon," he declared, 
"was the administration's policy. Ihe 
President's speech at the Boston ban- 
quet, Mr. Johnson declared, was the 
most disingenuous that ever fell from 
his lips, with its platitudes and profes- 
sions of virtue. "It was," he contended, 
"a carefully devised and studious mis- 
statement of facts." (Sensation.) 

Mr, Johnson likened the President to 
a Pecksniff. If the President really 
meant that congress should determine 
upon the future of the Philippines, he 
asked why the President did not call 
congress in extra session and then keep 
his lmuds off? He charged the President 
with having coerced the senate into a 
ratification of the treaty; that he would 
not permit a vote on the Bacon resolu- 
tion, and only allowed the McEnery reso- 
lution, which meant nothing, 111 order to 
lull the opposition and the country to 
sloop while he went ahead waging re- 
lentless war against a helpless people, 
struggling for liberty. 

How the two-thirds vote to ratify the 
treaty was secured, Mr. Johnson said, 
only 'the President could tell. The peo- 
ple did not endorse the action of the 
senate. If the President could hush the 
noise of self-seekers about him, be would 
hear, not the tread of the 100,000 men 
he desired to enforce bis crusade against 
liberty, but the murmurings of the 
u.ighty army of the American people who 
would overthrow him in the end. 

The true cause of the Presidents 
change of attitude toward the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Johnson declared, was to bo 
found in the demands of selfish capital- 
ists. They were the gentlemen who had 
furnished the money for his nomination 
and election, and he had no doubt that 
they bad already pledged a renomination 
and election. lie charged that the - 
men had already seized valuable concc 
sions in China, which the acquisition of 
the Philippines would benefit. He said 
vast concessions had already been grant 
ed in Porto Rico and Cuba, and he had 
no doubt the board created by the Presi- 
dent would farm out valuable franchises 
to Americans that properly belonged to 
the natives of those islands.

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In keeping with the growing import- 
ance of the shipping of this port, the Vic- 
toria Marine Railroad Company has de- 
cided on tripling the power of its plant 
in the upper harbor. This can he done 
with no great expenditure and will mean 
that vessels the size of the Islander nud 
considerably larger or vessels of 1,500 
tons can be accommodated. This will 
mean strong competition to the Esqui- 
mau marine railroad. The work of im- 
provement in the Turpel shipyard or the 
Victoria marine railroad yard as it is 
now known, has already commenced. A 
specially made cable has been ordered 
from San Francisco to replace the one 
now in use and to-day the shafting, once 
used in tin; machinery of the old steamer 
Isabel, will arirve from Comox, Little 
more has to lie done than to adjust this 
to the present plant to make it pow- 
erful enough for all purposes expected of 
it, as the rest of the machinery is pra 
tically new and capable of much greater 
service than it has up to the present 
been put to. At the end of the slip, 
down which the cradle is lowered to re- 
ceive a ship, there is a depth of 25 feet 
of water, which is considerably more 
than any merchantman at least coming 
to British Columbia ever requires when 
in condition for docking. The work of 
improvement will be carried out as soon 
as possible. 

LONG LOST PELICAN, 
dipt. Brown, of the bark Colliugbne, 
which arrived at Shanghai on January 
S, has reported to the United Stntes hy- 
drographie ofllce at Port Townsend that 
on January .'!, in Lat. N„ Long, 

12T.-10 E., he passed through a hit of 
railway ties of Oregon pine. He is of 
the opinion that the.se ties are pint of 
the cargo of the steamer Pelican, which 
has not been heard from since she left 
the Sound on October 12, 1807, with a 
cargo of ties for Northern China. Mar- 
iners are of opinion that the Pelican was 
disabled and driven southward by the 
storms which prevailed during November 
of that year, ami in attempting to make 
the coast of China was driven on :i reef 
and sank. They say that it is quite 
probable that she is now breaking up and 
her cargo coming to the surface. This 
opinion is strengthened by the fact that 
no cargo of part of cargo of tics has been 
recently lost on the Pacific. 
HURRYING LUMBER TO TIENTSIN 
According to Mr. W. Walsh, of Che- 
mainus, who is staying at the Victoria, 
there will be a steamer sailing from 
that port during March and another dur- 
ing April with lumber for Tientsin, 
China. These vessels have not as yet 
been engaged, but may he during the 
next week or two. They will be the 
first steam craft secured under i'<0 pres- 
ent big Canadian contract wi h that 
port, and if chartered it is understood 
will he on hand with others of the 
Chemainus lumber fleet which have pre- 
ceded them, to ascend the I'eilio river 
when navigation opens. The ship 10. K. 
Wood is now receiving cargo at Che- 
niii inns and the Hawaiian Isles is dis- 
charging ballast preparatory to loading, 
In a few days these vessels will he 
joined by the Orion, now at Esquimau 
having port holes cut, and the Sea King, 
now en route from San Francisco. The 
next vessel that will he due at the mill 
will bo the Undaunted, which leaves San 
Francisco very shortly. In another 
week the mill will be running night and 
day. Logs are now being secured from 
Oyster Bay over the E. & N. railway, 
the logging railway to the upper dam- 
where it is proposed to get most of I he 
timber for shipping— being as yet incom- 
plete.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 

The constitutional question involved in 
the dismissal of the Turner ministry has 
■ been disposed of, so far as the present 
session i>f the legislature is concerned 
but it remains a live issue, neverihe 
less. Mild one that will play an important 
pari at the next general election. In 
taking leave of it for the present, th 
<'oloiiist will he excused for dealing with 
il In some detail. 

On the primary proposition — thai is, tin 
prerogative right of the crown or its rep- 
nseinative to dismiss a ministry, tin 
Colonist bus no reason to alter the view 
expressed in its columns on August, 9th 
last, the day after the dismissal, as fol- 
lows: "That the lieutenant-governor hat 
power to call upon any one at any tinn 
to lake the position of chief adviser may 
lie conceded." Some friends of the latt 
government dissented from this proposi- 
tion, bill it is now fully admitted on all 
sides. 

The second proposition is that, as th 
crown or its representative cannot act 
except through a ministry, and every 
exercise of the prerogative is supposed to 
be done under advice of some one respon 
silile to parliament, ministers taking of- 
lico after the dismissal of their predeces 
sors, accept the responsibility for suel 
dismissal. This proposition was dial 
lenged by the government press when it 
was first put forward by the Colonist, 
but it. was categorically admitted by tin 
Attorney-General as a correct statement 
of constitutional law. 

The third proposition is that in case ol 
a dismissal of a ministry and any delay 
in forming a new one. the incoming min- 
isters are responsible for what the crown 
.ir its representative may do in the in 
terim. This proposition the Attorney 
(■eneral carefully avoided- It is good 
constitutional law. If it were not, 
would have only been too glad to h 
shown the contrary. Mr. Martin found 
himself in nn inextricable difficulty on 
Ibis imint. for be was estopped by his 
own public statements made at the time 
from defending the (-oiling in of Mr. 
Heaven. He then declared very emphati- 
cally that the Lieutenant-Governor was 
not justified in doing this. Therefore he 
had no course left him except that which 
he look, namely, to decline to discuss it 
because il was an unimportant incident. 

The fourth proposition is that the 
grounds of the dismissal should be stated 
end justified to parliament by the new 
administration. This point was admit- 
ted by Mr. Martin, and lie sought to 
excuse the departure from established 
usage ir- this regard by referring to a 
resolution placed on the order paper by 
Mr. Turner early in the session. This 
was simply a pretext for the eol.ise fol- 
ic wed by Hie government. , and not the 
reason of it. We come now to the man 
ner in which the Lieutenant-Governor'!! 
present advisers "stated anil justified" 
to the legislature the reasons which in- 
fluenced His Honor in dismissing Mr. 
Turner and bis colleagues, and the first 

filing to he mentioned in this cm Hon 

is that His Honor's advisers have utterly 
failed to defend his course, ami have ex- 
pressly avoided any attempt to uphold 
the chief reasons which hi 1 advanced for 
his actioii- 
ln order that this may be fully appro-

ciated, it is necessary to mention that 
the Lieutenant-Governor gave two rea- 
sons for dismissing Mr. Turner. One of 
these was the result of the elections, 
which he declared established that Mr. 
Turner had lost the confidence of the 
country; the other that his ministers had 
lost his confidence. We do not think we 
do His Honor any injustice in saying 
tiiat the second reason was given when 
he found his first untenable, because the 
elections had not been concluded, and 
the tenure of their seats by some of the 
members-elect was in great doubt- We 
are prepared to concede that the crown 
or its representative may dismiss minis 
tors, who have forfeited its confidence 
This is a course which can only be takei 
in extreme cases, but that" the right 
exists cannot be denied by any one ac- 
quainted with the constitution. The 
first of the reasons advanced by His 
Honor, the Attorney-GOttCraJ undertook 
to justify; the second he specifically de- 
clined to discuss. Mr. Turner had gone 
into the sec. aid reason at some length. 
It involved matters affecting his per- 
sonal reputation and that of his col- 
leagues. The only reply made by the 
Attorney-General was that he would not 
go into these matters al all. Let us see 
what position this places the Lieutenant- 
Governor in. He made certain grave 
charges against his late advisers. The 
truth of those charges has been abso- 
lutely denied. Hi' is not in a position 
to make good what he has said or to re- 
tract il. His mouth is cfecluuilly closed 
by his present ministers. .No matter 
to what extent lie may In- able to justify 
what he said in bis letter to Mr. Turner, 
be cannot say a word. His advisers 
have undertaken to defend him, but they 
absolutely refuse to do so. Il is doubt- 
ful if the crown or its representative 
ever was placed in such a position. The 
remarks of Messrs. Turner. Eberts anil 
linker in the house were as strongly con- 
demnatory of the Lieutenant-Governor's 
action ana as complete denials of bis 
allegations as parliamentary language 
would permit; yet not a member of the 
government rose to reply to them; not 
one of His Honor's advisers attempted 
lo present even a colorable excuse 1 
what he hail done; no effort was made 
to show that there is an explanation of 
the transaction compatible with the lllle 
gut ions of both sides to the controversy. 
.No lieutenant-governor was ever left 
such a position by his advisers. Tin 
men profited by his action; they hail no 
right to accept office unless they were 
pi epared to defend his action. Yet they 
either sat dumb in their seats, when His 
Honor was charged with grave breach 
of the constitution and grave misstate- 
ments of fact, and never ventured to say 
a word in bis defence, but specifically de- 

cli I to defend him. That the omission 

io justify the grounds upon which Hi 
Honor claimed bis advisers had forfeited 
his confidence was deliberate will not be 
questioned. Consequently we may 
claim without any danger of contradic- 
tion (but the present advisers of the 
Lieutenant-Governor have abandoned as 
indefensible His Honor's course of action 
in this regard. This being so. they Inu- 
la ken office under false pretences, for 
His Honor had a right to call around him 
a ministry who would defend him before 
the legislature and the country for this 
act ion. 

There is therefore left for discussion 
only the justification advanced in His 
Honor's first letter. namely, that the 
elections showed thai Mr. Turner had 
lost tin- confidence of the country. We 
reply to this that no precedent can be 
cited for the dismissal of a government 
on such a ground. Several recent 
rim be quoted where governments have 
resigned because of an adverse vote of 
tin- constituencies, but none win-re a gov 
eminent has been dismissed. The prcec 
dent relied upon by the At toniey-( ieneral 
was thai of the resignation of Sir 
Charles Tupper in 1800. This precedent 
does not apply. In the first place there 
was not the shadow of a doubt as to the 
result of the Dominion elections of 1800. 
Sir Charles Tupper knew he was de- 
feated, and every one else knew it. In 
the next place Si' Charles was not dis- 
missed, nor was his dismissal contem- 
plated, so far as the correspondence 
shows. Mr. Martin in his speech admit 
ted that if Sir Charles bad asked tha 
parliament should he called together, he 
would have been within his rights; but 
Sir Charles knew that it was useless to 
call parliament, for the verdict of the 
electorate did not admit of any question 
as lo the strength of panics. This ad- 
mission by Mr. Martin completely cuts 
away all of the ground from under the 
feet of the I acn t eilll il I -< 1 o v ernor. as we 
shall endeavor to show. 

The elections were not over on August 
8th, when the- letter of dismissal was 
written. Inn it may be admitted that, 
conceding Cnssiar lo tin- government, 
the house was divided 111 lo 111. Certain 
ice, units anil election protests were pro- 
ceeding, among them those in North Yale 
and Mast Lillooet, and in view of what 
has since transpired, it is not a violent 
assumption to presume thai the pros- 
pect was that these seals would have 

been ultimately secured by supporters of 
Mr. Turner, so that as the case then 
stood the prospect was that Mr. Turner 
would meet the house with a majority of 
four. There was a better prospect of 
this than there -was that, if In- remained 
in power, the opposition would have had 
a majority. His Honor recognized this 
when he sent for Mr. Heaven. If in the 
case ,,r Sir Charles Tupper, where the 
majority against him was about forty, 
it would have been within his rigid, us 
the Attorney-General admits, to have de- 
manded a meeting of parliament, much 
more was that within the right of Mr. 
Turner, who was not. in a minority and 
who stood a good chance of having n 
majority as the result of the proceedings 
in the courts, to have been given an op- 
portunity of meeting the house. But 
Mr. Turner was never given an oppor- 



tunity of meeting the legislature. Until 
August 8th he had no reason to expect 
the Lieutenant-Governor to take matters 
into his hands in the way he did. The 
correspondence up to that date, while 
it discloses a proper desire on the part 
Of His Honor to give effect to the will 
of the people ns expressed at the polls, 
does not indicate any intention to take 
the summary course- of dismissal. Mr. 
Turner therefore had no opportunity to 
ask that the house should be culled to- 
gether. It was of course too late to 
suggest such a thing after he had been 
dismissed. Judged from the defence of 
his Attorney-General, the following 
course would have been o,ien to His 
Honor: If he had felt that the elections 
had gone against his then advisers, he 
should have permitted Mr. Turner to 
meet the house, holding him down in the 
meanwhile to the exercise of only s 
ministerial functions us were absolutely 
necessary in order that the: government 
might go on. If His Honor had taken 
this course, not a word of objection 
could have been raised against it. As 
this is a course that might have been 
taken, and as there is no-precedent for a 
dismissal for a ministry because of a 
doubt I'ul or even ail verse vote of the 
constituencies, it. follows conclusively 
that the only ground upon which his 
present advisers are willing to attempt 
the justification of 1 1 is Honor is whol- 
ly insufficient, and that His Honor's ac- 
tion stands undefended. The simple fact 
that a parti/an majority voted to sus- 
tain His Honor cuts no figure.

A little over a year ago the C 
suggested that if in any part; of th 
ince private persons chose to construct 
roads at their own expense and for their 
own convenience, they might be given 
authority to collect tolls from other peo- 
ple using them. A tremendous cry went 
up from the then opposition. The things 
that were said in regard to this very in- 
nocent suggestion were the reverse of 
parliamentary. And yet it is hard to 
see what was wrong about it. A man 
owns a mini' and it is a long distance 
from any trail or highway. In order to 
reach it he builds a road over crown 
lands. Some one else wants to use the 
same road. He ought to pay for the 
privilege. Yet. this idea was deemed 
outrageous by the same people who are 
now prepared to support the government 
in establishing a system of toll roads 

This is the government's contribution 
to the cause of agriculture— toll road 
for the farmers. This is how the mining 
districts arc to be developed. The lati 
government proposed that mads should 
be built at the general expense of 111 
whole people, and, if money hail to b 
borrowed, that the interest and sinking 
fund should be paid by the whole people 
This is right, because the whole pcopl 
share in the benefit accruing from th 
opening of the country. The new polic; 
is to make the people who use the roads 
pay for them. We do not believe in it. 
It is a false policy. It is a reactionary 
policy. The only good thing about it is 
that it will be unpopular and thereby 
hasten the downfall of the incapable 
muddlers, who are now afflicting this 
province with their presence on the 
treasury benches.

Having been found guilty on the charges 
on which they were tried on Tuesday. 
Wednesday and Thursday, William and 
Stewart Robertson, George Itosson and Wil- 
frid 0. Snider yesterday pleaded guilty to 
the other charges on which they were com- 
mitted, and Mr. Justice Walkeni. before 
whom the cases were heard, set Tuesday 
morning at 10 as the time when .sentence 
would be delivered.

have 1 n gathering evidence during the 

lust few days. Since the trial commenced 
many reports have been received by the 
P'di >f robberies committed In the dis- 
trict previous to their arrest, and pretty 
good evidence lias been secured to convict 
at least William Robertson with some of 
them. He was In the habit, It appears, 
of attending dances la the district, and 
nftcr ills departure buggy robes, whips 
and pieces of harness would be missed. 
Then a considerable amount of feed had 
been lost by farmers, one lady at Padboro 
Hay loosing lljree tons of oats. Robert- 
son's Idas were always well filled with 
oats, lint the police have been unable to 
find out where he bought them. 

As soon OS the trial was over the police 
started out oa a Kerch for stolen property 
of which there were no reports previous to 
tlie arrest -of the men. Sergeant Hawton 
very shortly found under the Spring Ridge 
Presbyterian church a sack containing two 
buggy robes, a horse blanket and two 
pairs of reins. The latter were Identified 
by Mr. ,1. Grant, of Gordon Head, and the 
robes are believed to lie the property of 
a resident of the same district, having been 
stolen on the night of the opening of tlie 
new hall. 

The charges on which the men were found 
and pleaded guilty are as follows:

The bill to amend the Overbidding Ten- 
ants Act (Mr. Henderson) was slightly 
amended in committee and also passed. 
OUT OF ORDER. 
Mr. MePhllllps, Placer Mining Act Amend 
uient Bill was not read a second time 
Mr. Speaker ruling it out of order on the 
ground thnt the consent of the Crown to 
the proposed legislation had not been ob- 
tained. 

.Mr. MePhllllps vigorously protested, but 
Mr. Speaker adhered to his ruling. 

WOMAN AM) THE FRANCHISE. 
.Mr. Italph Smith moved the second read 
Ing of the bill to extend the franchise ti 
women. In looking over the proceeding 
of the house he found that this snbjec 
had been before the assembly three o 
four times during previous sessions, and 
hnd usually not been considered with th 
amount of seriousness which such a men- 
sure deserved. The last time the measure 
was before the house one of the members 
had undertaken to moke a comparison be- 
tween the weight of the brain of an aver 
ago won-un anil of an average man. He 
believed, however, that it would be dif- 
ficult to prove there was a greater differ 
ence between the brain of mini and woman 
than there was between the brains of souk 
men and of others. He could not accept 
that comparison as an argument against 
the hill, but took It wither as an Indict 
Hon that the bill had not been considered 
with the seriousness which is merited. I 
discussing this matter he had reached t.l 
conclusion from the only objections 1 
had heard to the enfranchisement of w> 
men that the argument against haw bee 
based purely upon sentiment. The mala 
objection was founded upon the ancient 
prejudice that woman should be kept sub 
servient to man. That was the belie 
prevailing In China ana among the abori- 
ginal peoples of this country. But in ad- 
vanced civilization trwlr rights, duties and 
responsibilities In active life were belli 
continually extended. He pointed out that 
the majority of the school teachers of the 
province are women, fully 1)0 per cent., and 
It had been stipulated that In tlie Rumina- 
tion as to fitness for that position a young 
woman could take a certificate for efficiency 
at the age of eighteen, while u man must 
wait until he reaches the maturer age o 
twenty-one. When a 'woman had ail th 
duties of life to perform she should er.jo. 
the rights attaching, juid governments had 
no right, to determine, without, regari 
her, the state of the Saw under which 
should suffer. Every one does not want 
• political power for the sake of governing 
but every one did want political power to 
save himself or herself. The objection t 
legislation of this nature hnd been thnt 
If woman secured the franchise sin? would 
vote as her husband voted or her 
heart voted, but If the -man who 
that objection bad said that the men would 
be likely to vote as the women voted Ik 
would have been more nearly speaking the 
truth. Of the men who enjoyed the fran 
chlse there were !>o p C r cent, who were 
"hewers of wood and drawers of water;" 
men who wore dependent upon their mas 
ters and employers, and he submitted that 
the conditions under which men had been 

held had not I n conducive to the belief 

In tin' first Instance that they u'uuld l>< 
more capable of exercising the franchise 
wisely than a woman Is supposed to lie 
able to do to day. He admitted that there 
was a time In the history of th" franchise 
when tile tendency was for the vote of work 
Ing man to he Interfered with by those 
because of tlie dependent position of the 
employers. If the same objection hnd been 
allowed to prevail It would have mean! that 
The householders In England would never 
have been enfranchised to-flay nnil by the 

proportion of the liberty extended to the 
men had been able to secure Tor themselves 
greater -Independence, and the greater the 
privilege they enjoy In this direct Ion the 
nearer they approached to a state of actual 
Independence, So with tin- woman. Tin- 
exercise of her political right would tend 
to benefit tlie man and tin- noiiiiin. Then.

nbont polities? It was surely a poor argu- 
ment after having kepi her from tin- en- 
joyment of political rights to blame her 
because sin- did not know how to use them. 
He was sorry because of the position some 
of his friends "-ore taking in this matter. 
He was sorry that be hud not the president 

of tin' council with him, I wished to 

remind that gentleman that as the house Is 
going to determine this mailer In Die right 
way, the next time he went to \aualmo hi 1 
would In- looking for tin- rmnchlse of these 
Individuals— the women as well as the men— 
and In- would have mighty little chnnce of 
a successful candidature If he ever voted 
against tills bill, There were thousands of 
women In rids province ov»r -twenty-one 
years of age. (Cries < if No, no.) 

Mr. Henderson rose to a point of order. 
He did nut believe there \vn-< a single lady 
in this province over the age of twenty- 
■onc years. 

Mr. Smith— TVell, then, there are 1 hcins- 
Mids of women In the province who have 
been here twelve months. 

This was In regard to the nuallucatloti 
required from rotors of [ho male sex. He 
continued that It would be noticed he had 
safeguarded the net so Hint ladles should 
not be able to sit on Hie floor of the house. 
(Cries of Shame, shame.) He had done 
this, not because he thought the ladles 
would not be just as creditable to the 
bouse as the gentlemen, hut because he 
was afruld without it the pill would have 

i n a little hard to swallow. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin said that as often as 
he had listened io addresses on the subject 
durliu; the number of years he lmd sat In 
the house, this one was certainly the most 
enjoyable of them nil. He believed the 
matter worthy of serious consideration He 
supposed his sentiments were well known, 
because as often ns this measure hnvl 
been Introduced It had received such sup- 
port ns he could "give It. On this occasion 
he was In full sympathy with the mover, 
hut would ask Hie lion, member to consider 
the condition of tlie house, and withdraw 
the bill until tit least next session. There 



was no sign of u general election, and It 
was a well recognized rule in the Old 
Country that no large addition to the 
franchise should he uiude without those 
wJio are thus added being permitted to 
exercise the right of exercising the franchise 
general election Immediately after- 
wards. 

Mr. Smith asked if he was to understand 
that, the government would take the matter 
up and make themselves responsible for 
It at the next session of the legislature. 

Mr. Semlin— Ob, no. 

Mr. Hclmcken said that the greater por- 
tion of ids existence In the house had beer, 
spent In the endeavor to drive home to 
the honorable gentlemen thnt the franchise 
should be extended to his friends, the 
women. 

Capt. Irving moved the previous question, 
which wns carried, and the second reading 
of the bill was defeated by a vote of 17 
to 15, the following being the division: 

Fur Messrs. Robertson, linker, Ellison, 
Hclmcken, Jos. Martin, Semlin, Maepherson, 
It. Smith, Donne, Koine, Kldd, Helgesen, 
Munroe, Neill and Henderson— 15. 

Against— Messrs. Hall, Clifford, McBride, 
Eberts, A. W. Smith, Bryden, McPhillips, 
Irving, Cotton, Illggins, J, M. Martin, 
TIsdnll. Hume, McKochnie, KInchant, Green 
and Wells— 17. 

Mr. Hall subsequently explained thnt 
when voting for the previous question 
he had thought: he was voting for the sec- 
ond reading. Had he voted us be intended 
to the result would have been a tie, and 
the ladles of British Columbia would have 
been entitled to the franchise on the cast- 
ing vote of Mr. Speaker. 

REPLEVIN BILL. 

The Replevin hill was committed, report- 
ed complete with amendments, and read a 
third time and passed. 

RAILWAY SUBSIDY BILL. 

The adjourned debate on this bill was 
resumed. 

Mr. MePhllllps felt no surprise at the 
Introduction of this legislation, as It wns 
passable with the other legislation of the 
present government. He condemned the 
principle which the bill enunciated— the 
repudiation of contracts entered into by tlie 
government of British Columbia, and moved 
In amendment "that this bouse cannot ap- 
prove of a bill which Involves the repudia- 
tion of agreements solemnly entered Into 
by the Crown with any of her subjects." 

Mr. Hlggins could no see anything In the 
bill to which the word repudiation 
applied. in the correspondence there 
was a contract which should have 
been completed within a certain time; 
that contract had not been exe- 
cuted. The work of surveys could not be 
included under the Uend of construction. 
He had opposed tlie Victoria, Vancouver 
& Eastern railway when It was first mooted, 
not. only here, but at Trail and at other 
places in the Kootenay. He believed Mac- 
kenzie & Mann to he the most responsible 
contractors In the Dominion and that they 
Intended at first to do what, was expected 
of them, lie appealed to the government 
to see to It that Messrs Mackenzie & 
Mann were fairly and evon liberally dealt 
with In regard to any expenditure they 
might have made. 

Col. Bakef replied to some of the remarks 
mnde on the previous day by the finance 
minister, claiming that the late govern- 
ment had built 500 miles of railway, which 
hud resulted in the development of the 
Kootcnnys. The present government at the 
rate they were going would lake twenty 
years, to do less work. The idea of there 
being millions of coal lands given away for 
tlie Crow's Nest Pass road was absurd. 
He counted tlie work be had done In bring- 
ing the Crow's Nest Pass road In the best 
piece of work In his life. 

Mr. Ellison was sorry that any such leg- 
islation should have been brought forward. 
It would affect East Yale more than any 
other section of the province. The con- 
tract was In the hands of good people, 
and he felt that he could almost guarantee 
that they would build tlw- road. 

Mr. Hclmcken, speaking to tlie amend- 
ment, again condemned tlie legislation pro- 
nosed by the government, and the division 



ministered had been of the greatest bene- 
fit to British Columbia, especially in the 
attraction of capital in this direction, 
and instanced such men as Lord Strath- 
conu us confirming this opinion. There 
was a very erroneous idea current in re- 
gard to this office, anil he assured the 
house that the oltlce as formerly directed 
was worth $20,000 to the province much 
more than as at preseut conducted it 
was worth $1,000. As now managed 
the office in London was a very good 
thing for the gentleman in charge but 
of no advantage to Britisli Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin had no objection to 
the presentation of tlie correspondence 
asked for, which was very brief indeed, 
but. thought that the main desire of tlie 
leader of tlie opposition in bringing for- 
ward this resolution had not been to get 
the correspondence so much us to dis- 
cuss the changes that had been made. 
ITc thought these changes had been most 
advantageous, the ofllce having been 
brought into the business section out of 
the residential, as the gentlemen oppo- 
site had themselves suggested should be 
done, 

Col. Baker thought that the old loca- 
tion of the ofllce had been infinitely bet- 
ter for Britisli Columbia, and also that 
the salary attached should have been 
commensurate with the importance of 
the office to the province and sufficient to 
enable the Agent-General to properly en- 
tertain those whose attention it was 
most desirable to attract toward British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Henderson had a word to say in 
disparagement of the former conduct of 
the office in London, where he maintain- 
ed commonest questions could not be sat- 
isfactorily disposed of by those in charge. 
For example one man that lie had known 
of had gone to (he office to ascertain the 
best method of reaching British Colum- 
bia, and after long consideration tlie 
clerk in charge had informed him that 
it would be better for him to go by boat. 
(Laughter. I 

Major Kinchunt, Mr Donne and Hon. 
Mr. Cotton defended the present loca- 
tion and management of the Agent-Gen- 
eral's office, and Mr. Turner closing the 
debate, the resolution was agreed to. 

TORONTO & B. O. LUMBER. (X). 

Air. Clifford moved, with Mr. McBride 
as seconder, that the vote of the house 
to receive the report of the special com- 
mittee in the matter of the timber leases 
of the Toronto & Britisli Columbia Lum- 
ber Company lie rescinded, and the mat- 
ter be referred back to tiie committee for 
re-consideration. The introducer of this 
resolution explained that he had had no 
opportunity of considering the report of 
this committee, of which he was a mem- 
ber, until after it had been completed, 
printed, and placed on his desk in the 
house. There were certain statements 
contained in this report that were at vari- 
ance with the facts, while evidence had 
recently come into his possession that he 
desired to lay before the committee which 
would materially change the decision 
reached. There were also several wit- 
nesses who hud come forward, und it was 
most essential to a fair understanding 
of the matters that the committee had 
been appointed to investigate, that these 
gentlemen should be heard. 

Mr. Maepherson, as a member of the 
committee, objected to the re-opening of 
its work. He maintained that tlie mem- 
ber for Cassiar hud had ample opportun- 
ity to attend the meetings of the commit- 
tee and produce his evidence or his wit- 
nesses before. 

Mr. Robertson, another member of 
the committee, urged the house to refer 
the report buck to them. Ho knew thnt 
there were certain deductions und in- 
sinuations contained in the report that 
were not to be drawn from tlie evidence, 
and in view of this fact, nnd of the addi- 
tional statement that there were other 
witnesses to lie heard, he would vole for 
the resolution. The fact that the report 
had been presented cut and dried by the 
chairman of the committee, und the

Mr. Turner moved, with Col. Baker 
us seconder, for u return of all corres- 
pondence between the government und 
the lute Agent-General of the province, 
or any other party, in relation to the 
closing of the oiilce in London, or the 
dismissal of the Agent-General. In sup- 
port of his resolution, Mr. Turner con- 
tended that it would be interesting for 
tlie house to know the circumstances un- 
der which the government had acted in 
this matter, especially us tlie changes 
in the location of the office hud been 
anything but in the interest of the prov- 
ince. He contended that the old ideal- 
ity was that, in which the greatest good 
to tlie province could bo secured — the lo- 
cality in which all the more important 
colonies had their representatives. The 
present ofllce was in an out-of-t lie-way 
locality for the purposes, und the £200 
now proposed to be devoted to tlie ofllce 
would he so much money wasted. He 
insisted that the office us formerly ad-

Turner objected that this should be re- 
garded as a political mutter at all. The 
committee bad been appointed to investi- 
gate certain matters, and because u 
member was independent that, should not 
make his services any the less valuable. 
He commented strongly upon the govern- 
ment's desire to exclude evidence, and 
upon the fact of this report, prepared by 
.Mr. Neill. having been hurried through 
in the absence of -Mr. Clifford, in the face 
of the fact thai lie bad other and vulu 
able evidence to offer on the subject dealt 
with. 

Mr. Unlpli Smith opposed the resold 
tion, and after Mr. Clifford had ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to tlie stat( 
mcnts in the report in every way, the 
resolution was rejected on a party divi- 
sion of 19 to 14.

tolls upon the same. The bill to amend 
the Public Dyking act having already 
been fully debated in the bouse, the Min- 
ister of Finance obtained consent to 
its second .reading immediately, and this 
being carried the bill was ordered for 
committee in the evening. 

SUPREME COURT ACT. 
Tho bill amending the Supreme Court 
act was accepted as reported from the 
committee with amendments, and the bill 
passed its last reading. 

C. P. N. CO.'S ACT. 
Hon. Mr. Cotton introduced a bill to 
amend the Canadian Pacific Navigation 
Company's act, the bill being read a first 
time, and set for second reading to-mor- 
row morning. 

NATURALIZED ASIATICS. 
Hon. Mr. Martin presented a return 
asked for in the resolution of Mr. Helge- 
sen, of tin? number of Chinese and Jap- 
anese who have become subjects by nat- 
uralization in British Columbia up to the 
present time since lrJ63. This return 
was necessarily incomplete, as the At- 
torney-General said, and was obtained 
from Victoria, New Westminster, Na- 
na imo and Vancouver only — the complete 
information could not have been obtain- 
ed prior to the closing of the session. 

The number of Chinese is G89 uud of 
Japanese 1,052. 
RAILWAY SUBSIDIES REPEAL. 
In committee, the bill to repeal certain 
railway subsidies was subjected to an 
important amendment by the Attorney- 
General, its provisions being made inap- 
plicable to the Crow's Nest (or British 
Columbia Southern) road, and a section 
being added to the affect that the bill 
shall not operate against any rights pos- 
sessed by Win. Mackenzie or D. D. 
Mann to seek to recover damages aris- 
ing out of any assumed breach of con- 
tract with the government of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia. 

The bill was reported complete with 
these amendments, and set for second 
reading in the evening. 

THE LAND BILL. 
This measure, too, was passed through 
the committee stage, and will be taken 
up for final reading in the evening. 



SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

On tho resumption of business in the 
evening, (he liqfusc went at once into 
committee of supply, tho deputy speaker, 
Mr. Higgins, in the chair. On the vote 
of .$0,000 for a registry office at Nelson 
being reached, 

Col. Baker wanted to know if this had 
anything to do with the recent election in 
Nelson? Had the placing of this sum 
on the supplementaries anything to do 
with the return of Hon. Mr. Hume? 

The vote of another large sum for a 
bridge at Windermere, in East Kootenay, 
also excited tin.' attention of the member 
for South East Kootenay, in view of the 
fact that a bye-election had also just 
been disposed of in the district. 

Mr. Helgesen likewise had a word to 
say with regard to those votes. He had 
understood that there were to be no 
supplementary estimates, nnd was sur- 
prised to see these come down. He 
could not understand why Cariboo was 
left with large tracts in which not a 
single dollar of expenditure would be 
made, the neglect of the government for 
this old district being "simply dreadful." 
He did not think Cariboo should have 
been " sat on " for sending two support- 
ers of the government to the house. 

Col- Baker sympathized with the mem- 
ber for Curiboo, his own experience being 
similar, despite the fact that he had pre- 
sented an immense petition for appropria- 
tions. 

Mr. E.llison also thought that if there 
were any additional appropriations to be 
made, there was no district so deserving 
of them as East Yale. He thought that 
if the people wanted to get into Cran- 
brook (as suggested by the President of 
the Council), they might go round the 
Columbia, and allow- the cost of this 
bridge, IjvS.SOO, to be spent where it was 
most needed, in East Yale. 

Mr. Neill would cordially support the 
remarks of the last speaker if he would 
substitute Alberni for East Yale. 

Mr. Kellte, Mr. Macpherson, Hon. Mr. 
Cotton and Mr. Green also spoke briefly 
with regard to appropriations, and the 
votes being reported to the house, were 
by the house adopted. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

The bill to amend the Births, Deaths 
and Marriages act, being passed through 
committee, was read a third time and 
passed. 

PUBLIC LOAN BILL. 
Hon. Mr. Cottoni in moving the second 
reading of the bill to authorize a loan of 
•52,800,000 for specilic purposes, ex- 
plained in detail the object and scope of 
this measure; and outlined the changes 
in the financial policy of the government 
which had been instituted since the new 
administration took office. There would 
be a deficiency of from $1, 700,000 to 
$1,800,000 to meet before June next, and 
the estimates provided for a loan of 
one and three quarter millions to make 
good the sums required. There was also 
.$8110,000 required to provide for the sub- 
sidy for the railway from Robson to 
Penticton. The loan here contemplated 
was not a new loan, but replaced th 



THE COMPANIES ACT 
Ti> committee on the bill to amend this j old loan that was repealed, under 
measure the following amendment was 
introduced, on the suggestion of Mr. 
Neill: 

"Any officer, agent, or employee of an 
association, corporation 
shall, with fraudulent intent, withhold 
from the shareholders, or shall alter any 
written report furnished by the man- 
ager, engineer, or expert duly authorized 
to make such report, shall, on summary 
convietioin. lie liable to imprisonment 
not exceeding three month nor less than 
one month." 

It was originally proposed that the 
penalty should be 'a line of from $200 
to $500 and imprisonment, but as the 
member for North Victoria pointed out 
that this would lead to disallowance— 
the Attorney-General supporting the 
contention — the line provision was struck 
out.

Mr. Deanc introduced an amendment 
proposing the elimination of tin? property 
qualification for mayor and aldermen. 

Hon. Mr. Marl in objected that this 
was a re-enunciation of the bill intro- 
duced by the member for North Yale, 
which had met defeat in the house. 

Mr. Deane denied this. His bill had 
made the proposed change applicable only 
to towns incorporated since 1S02— this 
made the matter general. 

Col. Baker held that duo notice should 
have been given of so important a 
change. 

Mr. Kuld thought that the amendment 
involved loo radical a change in principle 
to bo dealt with at this late stage of the 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Martin approved the prin- 
ciple enunciated in the amendment of- 
fered by .Mr. Deane, but agreed with Mr. 
Kldd that ii could not. be considered thus 
late in tin' session. 

The amendment was rejected, only 
Messrs. Demi-' and Macpherson voting 
"aye." 

In view of the largely signed petition 
of Victoria property owners, protesting 
against tiie removal of special provision 
in the act prohibiting the city council 
from making expenditures or assessments 
beyond a certain limit without direct 
sanction of the ralepareys, 

Mr. Hall moved that Ibis be struck 
out. supporting his motion vigorously, 
and being followed by Mr. Higgins, Mr. 
Heltackeii and Mr. Deane. 

Hon. Mr. Martin argued that the coun- 
cil being the representatives of the peo- 
ple.

As to the floating of debentures 
at. home, It had proved unsuccessful when 
tried before, but might possibly be suc- 
cessful now— if so. it wits but another 
evidence of the success of the develop- 
ment policy under which the country had 
prospered 'during the past twelve years. 
The opposition of to-day were not ob- 
structionists first, last and always, us 
their predecessors in opposition had been, 
and the government would find them 
ready always to support all measures 
looking to the development of the coun- 
try in any way. 

'Mr. McPhillips devoted a few words 
to the fact that thus early in their exist- 
ence tiie government appeared to have 
become convinced of the wisdom and the 
necessitiy of the policy of the past gov- 
ernment. 

Messrs. Deane, Hall and Henderson 
were beard from on the measure, which 
then passed its second reading, its com- 
mittee stage, and its third reading.

In committee on this measure Mr. Eb- 
erls again took occasion to emphasize his 
views with regard to the so-called alio 
lition of the mortgage tax. It: sounded 
very well to declare that this tax was 
abolished, but he still maintained that 
so long as a personal property tax was 
imposed, so long would those having 
money to lend, by increased interest or 
otherwise, compel the borrowers to pay. 
The abolition of the mortgage tax (so- 
called) was a trick to please the iniagin 
ation of the people, while at. the same 
time it was a direct and important ad- 
vantage to the capitalist as, against the 
poor man. 

Deoate followed, but the bill passed 
through committee with amendments and 
was read a third time and passed. 
C. P. N. CO. BILL. 
The bill to amend the C. P. X. Co, 
corporation act was offered for second 
reading by Hon. Mr. Cotton, who ex- 
plained that it had been necessitated by 
the fact that the bill of last, year eon 
tained authority for the company to do 
business outside the province — this being 
objected to by the Dominion. 

The second reading was agreed to, and 
the bill passed through committee and 
its third stage. 
MINES. TOWNS AND REVENUE. 
Mr. Hall took the chair for committee 
on the Metalliferous Mines act amend- 
ment bill, which was reported complete 
with amendments. 

The Municipalities Incorporation act 
amendment bill, and the Speedy Incor- 
poration of Towns act amendment bill 
also were reported complete. 

The. Revenue Tax act amendment bill 
and the Revenue act amendment bill 
passed through committee and also re- 
ceived their third reading. 

CHINESE MINERS. 
In committee on the Mineral act 
amendment bill, .Mr. llelmckcn being 
chairman, 

Mr. Neill proposed an amendment stip- 
ulating that m> Chinese or Japanese 
should be entitled to obtain a free miner's 
license unless naturalized British sub- 
jects, pointing out. that this was dis- 
tinctly in line witli other provincial legis- 
lation.

PUBLIC DYKING BILL. 

The second reading of this bill was 
moved by the Premier and agreed to. 

PENTICTON RAILWAY BONUS. 

Hon. Mr. Martin moved the second 
reading of the bill to grant a subsidy in 
aid of Ihe Penticton-Midway railway, 
explaining that tins measure merely con- 
tinued the existing legislation, while so(>- 
urating it from, the general act. 

Mr. McPhillips could not see any rea- 
son why the bargain with the Penticton- 
Midway railway should be continued and 
the bargain with Mackenzie & Mann re- 
pudiated; or why this road should lie 
deemed any more necessary than the 
oilier roads whose promised subsidies 
were cancelled by the repeal bill which 
passed its second leading on Thursday. 

Mr. Booth thought the Attorney-Gen-

General Kitchener Will Not Permi' 
terferenee with the Natives' 
Religious Institutions.

Gen. Lord Kitchener 1 
(if ofUce as dictator of the Soudan by clos- 
ing that vast dependency of Great llrltiiln 
anil Egypt to missionary enterprises for 
some time to come. Iloili tho Roman Cath- 
olics nnd the Protestant missionary societies 
had made preparations to resume without 
delay their operations In that portion of 
Central Africa which they were forced to 
abandon some fifteen yearn ago by the der- 
vish insurrection. 

But Lord Kitchener has now announced 
that be cannot for the present permit any 
missionary work in the Soudan, and that 
he is determined to have time to organize 
the administration of his vast satrapy upon 
a solid basis before allowing missionaries 
to re-enter the country. 

Not only has his action In the matter re- 
ceived the full approval of the English gov- 
ernment, says an ex-attache In the Chicago 
Times-Herald, but the latter has likewise, 
through the agency of Lord Cromer, Its 
plenipotentiary in Egypt, assured the native 
chiefs and sheiks at Ouidiirninn, at Berber, 
and at other Important cities on the Upper 
Nile, that there will be no interference by 
the English with their Mohammedan faith 
and religious customs, which will be strictly 
respected. Lord Cromer even went so far 
as to promise the people nf the Soudan that 
these pledges, which he was making to 
them In the name of Queen Victoria, whom 
be justly described as ruling over a larger 
number of Moslem subjects than any other 
monarch In the world, comprised the appli- 
cation of Mohammedan sacred law. and as 
a guarantee of Englnnd's good fulth In the 
matter, Informed them that the money 
which the British people, from the Queen 
downward, bud contributed towards the 
foundation and endowment 'if the great 
college which Is to constitute the most 
appropriate and worthy memorial of Gen. 
Gordon at Khartoum, bad been subscribed 
on the express understanding that It would 
be devoted exclusively to the technical edu- 
cation of the natives and that there should 
be nothing in tho course of its Instruction 
that might be calculated to wean them 
from the faith of their fathers. 

In one word, England, having undertaken 
the gigantic task of evolving law, order 
and prosperity out of the chaos and bloody 
anarchy that have devastated the Soudan 
for tho last fifteen years, has resolved to 
set up In that portion of Central Africa 
Which Is watered by the Nile, not a Chris- 
tian form of government, but n Moham- 
medan one, as being best suited to meet 
the requirements of the situation nnd to 
res-tore peace and happiness to that great 
territory which has been so rightly de- 
scribed as "The Sad Soudan." 

Tills may be said to indicate an entirely 
new departure In the policy of Great Itrit- 
nln, It is the inevitable outcome nnd re- 
mit of nearly three centuries of expe- 
rience on the part of England In dealing 
with the Asiatic and African races, and.

Explicit Denial of Lieut-Governor's 
Assertion of Wrong Advice 
Tendered. 



Government's Feeble Defence of 
Constitutional Crime to Which 
They Owe Power.

Col- Baker had had some expericne 
the Attorney-General's arithmetic 
had a genial way of trying to mak 
appear that two and two make five, 
the present ease the Attorney-General 
had evidently misunderstood him— the 
speaker might have been chosen from the 
opposition ami the majority of one sus- 
tained the government, admitting his 
figures for the sake of argument. 

Hon Mr. Martin told the house that 
just after the election, when some one 
had said to him at Cnuibrook that things 
looked very dark for the government. 
Col Baker had replied that that was all 
right— that they would buy up n few on 
the other side. He presumed that the 
honorable gentleman would have bought 
the speaker from this side of the house. 

Col. Baker— As the honorable gentle 
men opposite bought the member 
Westminster City. 

This brought Mr. Henderson to his feet 
with indignation, and the remark: If 
the honorable member for South hast 
Kootenay asserts that I was purchased 
he is stilting what is riot so, and for 
which he has not the slightest authority. 

MR EBERTS, resuming the debate, 
pointed to the fact that the Attorney- 
General, in his defence of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's action, Jyid failed to cite 
any precedents, which as a lawyer he 
would have been certain to produce had 
they existed. The Attorney-GeneVal too 
had' led the house astray in stating that 
the action of His Excellency the Lieu 
tenant-Governor of Canada in conse- 
quence of the hist general elections 111 
the Dominion, was parallel to the action 
of His Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
now under consideration. It was 111 
fact very different indeed. The federal 
elections had taken place in .Tune. yet. the 
government had been allowed to go on 
administering the ordinary affairs of 
;ho country until well into July. It was 
only when they endeavored to go into 
special or extraordinary affairs that the 
Premier had been asked to resign. Sir 
Charles Tupper had claimed that he had 
the right, to meet parliament, and that 
right had beet) promptly admitted by His 
Excellency. That was the rule in Brit- 
ish legislatures throughout the world— 
that the government of the (lay. whether 
winning or losing an election, had the 
right to learn its fate from the repre- 
sentatives of the people. Talc the pre- 
cedent of 1S!)2. when Lord Salisbury 
was defeated. Did he resign V Certainly 
not. Parliament was ealjed together, 
and he took his defeat from the people 
in the House of Commons. In this con- 
nection he wished to read the opinion of 
so eminent an authority as Alpheus 
Todd, who said: 

•' I'll to the year 18(58 ' the general cur- 
rent of precedent ' was decidedly ' in 
favor of a minister, beaten at a general 
election, accepting Ids defeat only at. the, 
hands of parliament; and this custom | 
was founded on the salutary doctrini 
that it is only through parliament that 
the nation eaii speak.' But in 1868 and 
in 1.SS0 the Conservative administrations 
ami in 1874 the Gladstone administra 
tion, respectively resigned offlce, soon 
after the adverse result of their appeal 
to their constituencies was apparent. In 
1892, however, the Salisbury administra- 
tion adopted the old method of accepting 
defeat in parliament. Before the elec 
tions the Conservative majority stood 
I1ti; after the opposition were shown to 
have a majority of 40, the government 
being defeated on the address, August 
11, 1802. So likewise in Victoria, upon 
the defeat of the McCulIoeh ministry at 
the general election on May 11, 1S77, the 
administration resigned on May 21, tin' 
day previous to the meeting of the new 
parliament. In like manner the Berry 
ministry resigned in March. 1880, after 
a general election and without meeting 
parliament, And in Canada-— shortly 
after the general election held in Septem- 
ber, 1878, and which resulted in the de- 
feat of the Reform party at. the hustings 
—the Mackenzie administration resigned 
and were replaced by (he Conservative 
administration of Sir John A. Macdonald. 
The new parliament met at about the 
usual period — in February, 187!)." 

There was no parallel in the resigna- 
tion of the Gladstone administration, for 
Mr. Gladstone had been defeated by a 
large 1 majority and (his 4 having occurred 
here the government would have at once 
resigned. The point at. issue was that no 
Tiieuit nnnt-< Sovernor nor Governor-Gen- 
nor King even, could presume to 
anticipate and express the voice of the 
people. The Premier at all times had the 
perfect and unchallenged right to meet 
parliament, so that those who had sup- 
ported him and his policy might, know 
that the matter had been brought to the 
highest court in the land. But supp< 
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ing that the Lieutenant-Governor had 
the right to act as he did, having dismiss- 
ed the government, it was clearly his 
duty to send for the leader of the oppo- 
sition, and certainly not for Mr. Beaven 
Whom he had lirst called upon. It was 
all very well to say Unit the calling in of 
Mr. Beaven was a huge joke — if so it. was 
a hike, perpetrated on the gentlemen op- 
posite. It was 11 certainty that the hon- 
orable leader of the then opposition uZi 
not the confidence of the Governor at the 
time tlie late government was dismissed, 
and this being the ease it was more than 
necessary that the government should 
have had the right to meet the legisla- 
ture. There was, however, much more 
in this dismissal of the government than 
appeared on the surface — It was a din 
graceful political trick of which perhaps 
more would be known later on. It was 
a political trick having an existence Iwth 
prior to and subsequent to the 9th of 
July. (Applause.) It was a trick that 
he could tell some interesting things in 
regard to wen; he not bound by his oath, 
and by a desire not to see the office of 
tlie Lieutenant-Governor brought into 
contempt. It was nut. only a political 
trick, hut it was an attempt to besnureh 
the characters of honorable gentlemen 
upon whose characters and whose careers 
there was no stain. When he had himself 
been called to tlie position of Attorney- 
General he had felt, that a great honor 
had been conferred upon him, and while 
he had felt also that lie was perhaps not 
the best man who could possibly have 
been selected for that high honor, he at 
the same time accepted that office as a 
sacred trust, and he defied any man to 
say that lie had been false ro the confi- 
dence reposed in him. (Applause.) It 
was not alone sufficient to say that the 
Lieutenant-Governor bad a right to dis- 
miss his ministry— that right all would 
admit. But that, right must, be exercised 
fairly and in accordance with the consti- 
tution. It was a right that, should not 
lie exercised through trick or caprice. 
With regard to the insinuations of His 
Honor that he in his capacity of Attor- 
ney-General gave him ill advice, it had 
been asked why lie had not replied to 
tlie insinuations made in this connection. 
To this he might reply that be had con- 
sidered where those insinuations eman- 
ated from, and looked upon them as be- 
neath contempt. lie was quite satis- 
lied that, the Attorney-General knew 
quite well that he never had, and never 
could have given His Honor the advice 
that His Honor stated he had, with re- 
gard to these special warrants. The 
matter of the law was so simple that any 
child who could read could understand 
it— and 110 attorney-general could ever 
give such an opinion as His Honor said 
had been given on the subject, of th 
special warrants. It had been said that 
he had never contradicted these charges. 
This he emphatically denied, lit- had 
contradicted it. on every possible occas- 
ion. And as the miniotry of the province 
spoke through the Premier, the charge 
had bene distinctly contradicted through 
him in the most positive and explicit way 
— the voice of the government given 
through the Premier was the most dis- 
tinct and explicit, denial that could be 
given. He hurled back the insults of 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
when that official said that he had given 
him advice that if acted on would have 
been unconstitutional and would have 
involved a fraud on the public of Brit- 
ish Columbia. He would ask the Pre- 
mier if he believed such a thing, or if 
he believed that the late Premier would 
endeavor to dishonestly divert to himself 
public funds. The Premier would not 
say that he did. He would ask the 
same question of the chairman of th 
public accounts committee, who had 
looked very carefully into this special 
warrants business. He, too, was silent 
Neither of these gentlemen would inti- 
mate that he believed for a moment that 
any dishonesty had been perpetrated or 
thought of. As to the nonsensical propo- 
sition put forward by His Honor that he 
had made the statement that that if His 
Honor did not sign certain warrants hi 
would do so himself — this charge was 
so ridiculous as to be almost unworthy 
of consideration. Quoting from the Btat 
uto in this regard, chapter 47, the hon- 
orable gentleman proceeded to show th 
sole and only condition upon which th 
Attorney-General has any power to deal 
with warrants— in such cases where th< 
Auditor-General requires an expressed 
opinion as to the legitimacy of a certain 
vote being applied to a certain warrant 
In the event of there being any doubt 
in his mind in such a case tlie Auditor- 
General would refer the warrant to tin 
Attorney-Genera], who would attneh his 
written opinion, the warrant witli this 
opinion attached and the opinion of the 
Auditor-General also going then to His 
Honor for signature, as provided by stat- 
ute. As a matter of fact he hud not 
been called upon to give any written 
opinion; it was not asked for; and lie cer- 
tainly had not at, any time given any 
verbal opinion that it was in the power 
of the Attorney-General to sign warrants 
winch the law distinctly said must be 
•signed by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

With reference to the vole for the 
Westminster women's hospital, it was 
another nonsensical proposition of the 
Lieutenant-Governor's that he had got it 
"from an independent source" that, tlie 
application of this sum of ,$7(10 was a 
perversion of the public funds. If it 
j was a perversion— which he distinctly 
denied— it was such a perversion us he 
was not ashamed of, and would be ready 
to make to-morrow were he again in the 
same honorable offlce as be hail formerly 
occupied in the government of the coun- 
try. If the grant of this $700 to the 
women of New Westminster was a per- 
version, it was also a perversion to give 
S2 a day for each patient treated at the 
private hospital at. New Denver, or that 
at Greenwood, or tlie Sisters' hospital at 
Rossland. Tlie fact was that the late 
government hail oilwuys been ready and 
willing to relieve distress, believing ii a 
sacred duty, and that they had done so 
was something of which he had 110 occa- 
sion lo feel ashamed. And in evidence 
that there was no perversion of the fund 
in this case complained of, it might be 
noted that the auditor-general had signed 
the warrant without question, having 
been perfectly well assured that it was 
entirely in keeping with the vote under 
which it had been drawn, and which had 
been passed by the house. He asked any 
member of the government to look care- 
fully into each and every one of these 
accusations of His Honor, and he was 
satisfied that not one would be found 
who would he ready to believe in their 
truth. Coming hack to the general pro- 
position, the ex-attorney-generaj con- 
tended that the Governor had a right to 
dismiss his ministry, but that he had 
exercised that right at a wrong time and 
unfairly. The proper course would have 
been to have waited until the Cnssiar 
election had been disposed of, the gov- 
ernment being then allowed to take their 
dismissal, ir tlie verdict of the people was 
against them, from the people's repre- 
sentatives in parliament. How, lie would 
ask, could His Honor gauge the result, of 
tin' petitions that, had been filed in elec- 
tion matters'.' Had ho the power to fore- 
see the verdicts that the judges would 
give? The ease was, lo his mind, and 
to every unbiased mind, an illustration 
of gross disregard for constitutional 
rights, and if die members of the house 
were true to tlie people and lo the trust 
reposed in them, they would stand up 



record their votes in support of the reso- 
lution. 

HON. MR. SEMLIN observed that the 
honorable gentleman who had last ad- 
dressed the house, as well as the honor- 
able leader of the opposition, would lead 
the house to believe that the gentlemen 
on the government side had been gttJlty 



The Attorney-General had said 
that there were only two courses open — 
tlie government might resign or take a 
session of parliament. Then why, as lie 
government declined to resign, had not 
the Lieutenant-Governor insisted upon an 
immediate session of parliament? And

:]jlated upon at creat )p !'.5ih, and the 
representative of the crown violently as- 
sailed— and after all the end of the hon- 
orable gentlemen's remarks had been that 
.they hoped that the government of to- 
day would he true to the trust reposed in 
them by the people, as the government 
that had passed had tried to lie. Both 
the ex-premier and the ex-nttorney-gen- 
eral admitted the right of the Governor 
to dismiss his ministry, but claimed that 
that right had been wrongly exercised 
when the people had clearly expressed 
their wishes at. the polls, maintaining 
that the government should have been 
allowed to continue in offlce until a ses- 
sion of parliament should result in their 
rejection. Once that, they admitted the 
Lieutenant-Governor's right of dismissal, 
he (Hon. Mr. Semlin) thought that tin 
honorable gentlemen opposite abandoned 
their ease. The Lieutenant-Governor 
was appointed, not by the people, but by 
the authorities at Ottawa, who would 
be vcrv prompt to " call down "—as they 
had abundantly evidenced— any lieuten- 
ant-governor exceeding his duty. But 
the Lieutenant-Governor here had 
watched oloselv the trend of public 
events. He well knew of the exertions 
of the late government to retain offlce; 
he knew of the huge expenditures they 
were throwing broadens! throughout the 
province, ia the hope of turning the gen- 
eral election in their behalf— but after all 
their efforts what was tin- result ? It. was 
generally admitted that a government 111 
power at the time of 1111 election had from 
15 to 20 per cent, the advantage of their 
opponents in the contest. Allowing for 
this Moating or controllable vole, he held 
that the result of the election at the 
time of (he Lieutenant-Governor's lirst 
move in the direction of dismissing his 
then advisers was quite sufficient to jus- 
tify the course he had pursued m Ins 
action, upon the well-founded belief that 
he was carrying out the wishes of the 
people of lirilish Columbia. Another 
fault hail been found with the govern 
ment by the gentlemen opposite — that 
the government had not sooner assumed 
responsibility for the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's course! The house had been called 
together somewhat early, it would be re- 
membered, and the leader of the opposi- 
tion was not present when the session 
opened. He (the Premier) had spoken 
to the acting leader of the opposition 
(Col. Baker), and at his suggestion the 
matter had been left in abeyance until 
Mr. Turner's arrival. As soon as he did 
arrive, one of his lirst acts was to put a 
notice on tlie order paper of this resolu- 
tion calling into question tlie constitution- 
ality of the Lieutenant-Governor's action, 
and us it was understood that it would 
come on in a few days, the government 
naturally waited to present their 
then. The resolution had been dropped 
for a time, for reasons best known 
the leader of the opposition, and now the 
matter had come up again in these last 
hours of the session, in tlie form of this 
want of confidence motion. In connec- 
tion with the text and essence of th 
resolution he (Hon. Mr. Semlin) claimed 
that His Honor the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor had acted in accordance with the 
well understood and declared wishes of 
the ejectors of British Columbia, and 
that his action had been justified by the 
record of the house, and that the result- 
ant government fully satisfied the ix'opic 
of the province. He maintained that the 
Lieutenant-Governor had clearly read the 
wishes of tlie country; that lie had 
wisely endeavored to carry out those 
wishes; and that the government there- 
by brought about had tlie fullest confi 
deuce of the country— and that, there- 
fore the action of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor had been nnd was sustained. 

COL. BAKER experienced a certain 
amount of reluctance in speaking upon 
this subject, as he felt great respect for 
the Office of lieutenant-governor, 
spective entirely of the occupant of that 
cilice. This resolution was no doubt an 
extraordinary one. but it had been 
brought about by most extraordinary 
circumstances and causes. The honor- 
able gentlemen on the government side 
to-day, with all those behind the scenes, 
well knew that they occupied those posi- 
tions entirely through the unjustifiable 
action of the Lieutenant-Governor. As 
to the real cause of the change of gov- 
ernment, the less said the better, no 
doubt, for the dignity id' the office of 
lieutenant-governor in the province ol 
British Columbia. Tracing the course 
of the Lieutenant-Governor from the 
promulgation of his original excuse — that 
the government no longer enjoyed tin 
confidence of the people — the konorabh 
member contended that, dismissing tin 
government before tlie returns of tin 
elections could be had in full — the only 
fair and proper course His Honor could 
have pursued had he been acting, as lie 
alleged, in a conscientious desire to carry 
out. (he will of the people, would huvi 
been to have sent for the leader of the 
opposition and confided to him the task 
of forming a new government. Surel 
if the government was held to not be sus- 
tained, ii was the opposition of that day 
that was entitled lo be considered; but 
no. the Governor had seen lit to send for 
Mr. Heaven, an old parliamentarian, it 
was true but a gentleman at that time 
bidding no place in the house and com- 
manding no following from either party. 
Mr. Heaven hail tried his best to form a 
government, and he would ask the pres- 
ent Attorney-General why, if he regarded 
the Lieutenant-Governor's course as con- 
stitutional, he hud not accepted office 
when it was offered to him by Mr. 
Beaven? On the contrary, both he (Hon. 
Mr. Martin) and the opposition press at 
that, lime had been vigorous in their de- 
nunciation of tin- Lieutenant-Governor's 
action as both ill-advised and unconstitu- 
tional. As soon, however, as His Honor 
called Lhe now occupants to the treasury 
benches, he straightway became all that 
was right. And if right then, he must 
certainly have been wrong before in send- 
ing for Mr. Beaven. So here was the 
peculiar position that the government 
now found themselves in — a most con- 
tradictory position indeed. When Mr. 
Beaven failed, His Honor had concluded 
that he would have to cast about for. new 
material upon which to justify the dis- 
missal, and then it was flint he proceeded 
list aspersions upon the character of 
the honorable and honored gentleman 
who now led the opposition— asserting 
that that gentleman had disgraced him- 
self by putting blank warrants before 
His Honor to sign, and by giving money 
unlawfully to a certain women's hospi- 
tal at New Westminster. The lirst 
barge was practically that the prime 
minister of the country had been picking 
the public till, the most stupendous insult 
that had ever been offered to a province 
through its- ministry— and yet His Honor 
had- for more than a year been signing 
these warrants continunlly, and had 
never made the slightest objection 1> <V - 
fore. Ah to the supposed parallel which 
Hie Attorney-General had cited, it was 
far from a parallel. His Excellency tlie 
< rovernor-General of Canada, it would 
be remembered, did not dismiss ids min- 
istry; lie left it. for Sir Charles Tapper 
to send in his resignation; he certainly 
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tion of the courts to do this thing, in oi- 
lier that they might retain the power that 
a lieutenant-governor, and not the people, 
had given to them. 

Mr. Prentice raising the point of order, 
Mr. Speaker ruled that any reference to 
the Elections Petitions bill was at pres- 
ent inadmissable. 

Col. Baker then proceeded to other 
ground. "I will bow to the ruling of 
the chair, and say no more on that 
head," he observed— "but you all know 
what I mean." Concluding, Col. Baker 
showed how the case referred to when 
Mr. Gladstone resigned the government 
of Great Britain after meeting defeat in 
a general election, was widely different 
from this in British Columbia. Mr. 
Gladstone had placed his resignation in 
the hands of the sovereign without wait- 
ing to meet parliament, but at. the same 
time he had informed the sovereign that | 
this was an unprecedented course, and, 
should not be taken as establishing a 
precedent. It would also be remembered 
that the sovereign had not dismissed Mr. 
Gladstone, hut that the latter came vol- 
untarily to surrender his trust. As to 
tlie charges preferred by the Lieutenant- 
Governor against the late government—, 
ir His Honor believed in the truth of 
these charges himself, it was his duty as 
a citizen to formulate them distinctly and 
to bring the members of the government 
to trial. (Hear, hear.) The matter had 
been so fully covered both by the leader 
of the opposition and the ex- Attorney- 
Genera! that he thought it would be un- 
necessary to say more upon it, hut he tlid 
hope that after what had been said mem- 
bers 011 the other side would for once 
cast party politics to the side, and vote 
for the resolution before the house, and 
the preservation of the British constitu- 
tion. 

Mil. BOOTH directed special attention 
to tlie fact that the Premier had insisted 
that because the opposition admitted the 
crown's right of dismissal they had 
abandoned their case. This was not so. 
Todd, an authority that could not be dis- 
puted, distinctly laid down the fact that 
the dismissal must be for good and suf- 
ficient cause. Nor was it enough for 
the Premier to say that the government 
of to-day accepted responsibility for the 
Lieutenant-Governor words and deeds. 
They must go further. The Lieutenant- 
Governor had laid serious charges of 
dishonesty, nothing le.sn, against the late 
government, and he as a private member 
supporting that, government had a right 
to demand that, assuming the responsi- 
bility, the government of the day must 
prove those charges. To him 
clearly apparent that a grave breach of 
the constitution had been committed, 
and admitting a breach of the constitu- 
tion here opened the door to the worst 
forms of cabal government. All precc 
dents went to show that no government 
hud the right to interfere in such a mat- 
ter as this— it was a matter purely and 
entirely for the people themselves to de 
termine— and to sum up, if it were ad- 
mitted that any Governor had the right 
to dismiss the ministry representing the 
people at his pleasure, and call in as a 
government anyone capable of forming a 
cabal, government without the consent or 
sanction of the country' might very quick- 
ly and very easily be brought about. If 
the members of the house did not wish to 
affirm this proposition their duty was to 
vote for the present resolution; if they 
rejected this resolution, they affirmed the 
point at issue, and established a prece- 
dent that he for one would be very loth 
to approve. 

MR. HELMCKEN also vigorously re 
sented the insinuations' in His Honor's 
letters, and insisted that if His Honor 
believed his late government to have been 
guilty of any improper conduct, charges 
should have been made in clear and dis 
tinct terms and pushed to a definite con- 
clusion. As to the course pursued by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, he considered 
it premature and unjustifiable. Admit 
ting his motives to be everything fair and 
honorable, it would certainly have been 
more fitting, and more in accordance 
with constitutional precedent and usagi 
had he gone direct to the leader of tin 
then opposition instead of to Mr. Beaven, 
From a careful perusal of all the corres- 
pondence, and an earnest desire to act. in 
perfect fairness he could not see that 
the action of the Lieutenant-Governor 
had been either fair or just, and he 
therefore had no alternative but to vote 
for the resolution. 

Mr. McPhillips traced in detail tlie 
course of the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
contended that the government of to-day- 
had failed in a proper assumption of lia- 
bility, lie too would vote for the reso- 
lution. Mr. Neill and Mr. Kellie also 
spoke— as reported in yesterday's issue, 
and after Mr. Turner had (dosed the de- 
bate, the resolution was negatived by 
the house on a division of 21 to 1-1 — 
Messrs. Dunsmuir and Pooley being ab- 
sent from the opposition side.
